ness intelligence of this body should 
be able to form ulate a plan, equit­ 
able to all concerned, and send I: 
forth as the tim e co-operative p rin ­ 
ciple to be carried out by* our indi­ 
vidual m em bership.”

In bis annual 
address, 
XaUonal 


Master Wilson reported organization 
of 472 new granges between October 
1, 1911, and October 1, 1912, on the 
latter date the total assets being $99- 
390.35. 


Mr. Wilson advocated action by the 


grange looking to a marketing sys- 
tem for farm products, designed to 
reduce cost to the consumer by elim- 
inating the middleman. In support oi 
the plan 'he said: 


"In my opinion a system of practi- 


cal co-oporatlon can be inaugurated, 
whereby the patron of one section can 
dispose of products to the patron or 
grange In another section, whereby 
eliminating all intermediate 
profits. 


There are many outside systems of 
co-operaMon, some of which no doubt 
are mertorioug and well worth con- 
sideration of this body. 


"I am not advocating that the Na- 


tional Grange carry 
out these co- 


operative business enterprises, but I 
do believe that the combined busi- 
ness intelligence of this body should 
be able to formulate a plan, equit- 
able to all concerned, and send it 
forth as the time co-operative prin- 
ciple to be carried out by our indi- 
vidual membership." 


Mr. Wilson said the campaign of 


the grange -was largely responsible 
for enactment of the parcels post law. 
While the bill passed IB not all the 
grange hoped for, he said It would 


• get loyal support from grangers, add- 


f ing: "But we should, Instead of re- 


linquishing our efforts, redouble our 
enebgy to secure a general parcels 
post system that will he equitable and 
just and which will best serve all 
our people."
